2<, As early as 1939 the C.E. informed us that SUGIHARA, former Japanese 
Consul at Kowoo, later Vice-Consul in Prague, and who since March of - 
this year has been in charge of the Japanese Consulate at Koenlgaberg, 
was to be considered a friend of England and Poland. Ever since 
Kowno, he load been known for his particular interest in German m i l l — 
tary subjects, 

3, In his new position at the Consulate in Koenigsberg, SUGIUARA v as 
so assiduous in his activities for the 1,3, that his stay in 
Koenigsberg threatened to become too much of burden for friendly re- 
latione between Germany and Japan, The Governor General decided to 
have SKTIHARA recalled through the Ministry of Foreign Affairs, 

4 , to® of SWJUIAHA’s collaborators in the Intelligence Service is Jan?- 
Stanislas PERZ, a Pole, boro in Pus stow on 13 Itovember 1909* idiom 
SUG3JIARA had known in Kowno and whom ho had had naturalized Japanese, 
SUOIHARA also knew in Kowno Jerzy KUNCERICZ, Pole, born in S w i e cia iy 
on 4 March 1905, whom he also helped to obtain Japanese citizenship, 

5, Consul SUGIHAM is not, howeve r, the o nly Japanese diplomat who has 
former Poles in his service, KUTJCE57ICZ works at the Japanese Embassy 
in Berlin, Solomea LAPDJSKA, a Polish woman who is a naturalized 
Japanese, born 17 November 1914 in Loby, is employed at the Manchukuan 
Embassy in Berlin, She is supposed to be employed as a cook, but is 
given away by the fact that she has three intelligence agents under 
her charge who work against Germany, 

6, TTcricing for Colonel ONCDERA, Japanese Militaiy Attache in Stockholm, 
a3 a "consultant" is an ex-Polish officer named RZBICKI, Using the 
alias Pei; or 1H2AEOE7, he pretends to be of rjhite Russian origin, born 
in Moscow on 11 Ncvetnber 1398. 

7, At the beginning c*f March 1941, the Italian C,E. informed us that 
KAT7AHARA, presort jy in Berlin, was the former Secretary General of 
the Japanese Embassy in Rome, where he had had frequent meetings 
with Vladimir IED0CHQS7SKI, a Jesuit engineer. This Jesuit General 
carried on ar: illegal correspondence with the Polish resistance 
movement in Ullno by means of the Japanese diplomatic courier from 
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the Rome Eknbasqy to the Berlin Embassy. According to the It alian 
C.E., LED0CHCX7SKI had received and transmitted several times im- 
portant military information on Germany. 

So The Pole, Georg JERZT KUlICEtYICZ, old intelligence officer of the 
Polish General Staff in T&rsaw, was arrested in Berlin on 6 July 
(1941) vrilth th© 30 -caHed n cook n of the I^u&hukuan Etobassy in Berlin, 
Glomes LAPBI3KA, during a rendez-vcus with a liaiso n man of the 
Resistance Ibvemenb in TTarsaw. ms interrogation led to the arrest 
of others in Berlin and T&rsaw. The following is infonnation 
gathered from K0BCH7ICZ: 

a) The Japanese unitary Attache, Brigadier General BAIJZAI is the 
head of the Japanese I.S. in Germany, Ills office is in Berlin, 
Bollendorf Plata No, 2. He employs about 40 Japanese officers. 

This number is much larger than that officially known. Every 
two or three months regularly there pass through his hands the 
intelligence reports of Japanese officers from the various 
European capitals. The Japanese I.S. is divided into Eastern 
and Western sections. The Eastern net '.Tories against Russia; 
the Western against Germany, England and France, 

Colonel OIEDERA., Japanese ItLlitazy Attache in Stockholm, is 
the Chief of the Eastern Service. His predecessor was Col. 
NISCH2EDRA. The Stockholm station has various sub-stations: 

Helsingfors - Colonel O0UCHI 
Koenigsberg - Consul SUGHIARA 

The Koenigsberg station works with the TCllno station which is 
directed by the eoc-Polish student WCtfCIECHCWSKI; with the Kcwno 
station under the Lithuanian KOZIDLOj and with the Grodno sta- 
tion under the Pole R3S. Finally, a flying station exists on 
the railway between Baronowice and Bia Iystok, set by the 
Polish Captain KASFRZIK, and directed by Captain Tadeuss 
OLSZEWSKI who makes the trip as a railroad workers. 

According to KUNCEWICZ, Consul SOG33IARA also has agents in 
Berlin. 

In a secret room in the Bandrakuan Bnbassy in Berlin, a Col. 

HOS 3H0, the Attache YAIfflDA, and a certa in AZ UBI, attend to the 
I.S. against Germany. According to K0IXJE17ICZ, there is also an 
annex to the Japanese I.S. at ths Uanchukuan Consulate in Hamburg. 
An Attache from this Consulate often comes to Berlin to confer 
with the three above-named agents. There is reason to believe 
that the Japanese from Hamburg is identical with one HAKAGAT7A, 
Attache at the Uanehukuan Consulate General in Hamburg, It is 
interesting to note that three days after the arrest of the 4 
agent and the "cook" Salomes LAPUJSKA, this NAKAGAUA managed, 
after numerous telephone calls to the Einistry, to a r r an ge a 
meeting with the Commissioner in charge of the affair and in- 
vited him, the same evening, to a copious dinner at the Bar 
Trasquitta, near the Berlin Zoo. 

b) The Polish Resistance Movement and Japanese Complicity. TUth 
reference to the report on the General of the Jesuits, LSXXJHOtTSICI, 
I wish to inform you of a letter from Wilno for LED0CH0T7SKI, 
dated 13 September 1940. It was intercepted, and dealt with 

the Germans persecution of Catholic priests in Russia. 

This letter, passing through EOJCIECnOETSKI, had been carried by 
a Japanes e c curler of the Polish Resistance Movement. A note 
from KOIJCEGICZ was attached, in which he advised the General 
of the Jesuits of the way to send the next courier messages: 

"The outside envelope addressed to Dr. FUiaJUCHI, Secretary of 
the Japanese Enbassy in Berlin. Two inside envelopes, one 
addressed to KONCEWICZ and the other to TElno. Send these 
letters by the Japanese courier." 
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KUNCES7ICZ had written an Interesting report to LEL0CH0TK3CI 
wherein ho announces the departure of a large part of the 
illegal courier-mi 1 for Stockholm, from where it will cer- 
tainly be transmitted to SIKQRSKPs emigre Government in London, 

The Pole XRAHOFT - alias R2BICKI « works for the I&litaxy 
Attache OUODHtA, Chief of the Eastern secti on of the Japanese 
I.S, j in Stoc kho lm, Iv^ANOlV, as well as KDHGEE71CZ, is con- 
tact with an old Polish State employee named Henryk HATOSZEBSKI. 
lie lives, under the name of TSAIDEMAR, in room 2 or 3 at the 
Hotel Silvia in Stockholm, and acts as a liaison agent between 
the Polish Government in London and the Resistance Movement in 
Poland, by the following channel t The Japanese Military Attache 
(ETATKX7 in Stockholm) - the Japanese I, S, station in r?IlnD 
(UOJCIECHOr.'SKI ) - Resistance Movement in TTarsaw. 

According to other information furnished by KUHCElvICZ, ONODERA 
was to have brought him some courier-mail to Berlin, which 
IUWJ017 received from MTDET.RR, doubtlessly destined for the 
Resistance Ibvement in T&rsa w, The pouch contained money, 
KUNCETJICZ stated that in his stead, as the envoy of the Resist- 
ance Ibvement in Warsaw, EASflT, Commercial Attache at the 
LSanchukuan Qnbassy in Warsaw, would deliver the pouch to the 
Enbasgy. 

9, The artatatients of the prisoner K0HCE17ICZ on the Japanese I.S, in 
the Reich will be studied again. He states that he worked in the 
Eastern section of the Japanese I.S, since, as a former officer in 
the Polish I,S., he had all the qualifications necessary for work 
against Russia. Up until now he has made no statements on the activi- 
ties of the Viest era net, which he says works against the Reich. 

10. However, from the information contained in the paragraph on the. 
Japanese Consul SUGEIARA IN Koenigsberg, It would appear that even 
the Eastern not carries on a certain amount of activity ag ai n st the 
Reich. The fact that KUNCE57ICZ managed to have information on the 
preparations for war against Russia also supports this hypothesis. 

11. KUNGEC7ICZ tells us that the Consul 3HCIHARA. made his reports in 
delicate. The first copy went to Colonel C5IC0ERA, Chief of the 
Eastern not in Stodcholm. KUNCEWXCZ took the second copy from 
Koenigsberg to Berlin to Brigadier General BANZAI of the Japanese 
laiitaiy Office in Berlin. 

12. At the time of the arrest of KONCEtTICZ and LAPH3SKA with the TTarsaw 
Resistance Ibvement liaison agent, we were able to obtain the material 
destined for London. Almost all of the documents were in code. De- 
coding them will show if they contain espionage material. In that 
case, the transmittal stations between TSursaw and London, which are 
Japanese I.S C stations, could exploit this material. 

13. Through the arrest of other Poles of the Resistance and by the con- 
tinual interrogation of the prisoners, it is to be hoped that the 
probable diplomatic relations between Japan, the Resistance Move- 
ment, the Polish Government in London and the Vatican will be un- 
covered.
